FORMATION OF A NEW CABINET. 



Kinipr Edward Resolved ti IMny the 
^art of a Bnler Instead of Be- 
ing a Mere Flgnrebead. 



'Every Detail of the Negotiations In 
the Filling Up of the Vacanciea in 
th« Ministry Mint tub. 
mittMl to Him. 

London, Sept. 24.— The political crl- 
m\m bM taken on a phaae which lends 
[to tbe present aituation an hiitorlcal 

«Bd constitutioDal Importance of al- 
most unprecedented Interest. T*he 
;klng has Interfored, not unconstitu- 
tionally or beyond tlie powers vested 
Jn the crown, but in the exercise of his 
prerogatives to an extent never dream- 
ed of in the Victorian era. 
< Premier Balfour's continued pres- 
«ice at Balmoral has given rise to 
much surmise and romnient, but. It 
can be said definitely that It la due to 
the king's determination not to assent 
to the formation of a new cabinet un- 
til thoroughly aatiefled that its person- 
nel and combination are such as to en- 
sure the efficient carrying on of the af- 
fairs of the empire pending the re- 
sumption of parliament. 

f<)r yean cabinets were formed or 
ministerial vacancies filled with the 
mere formal presentation to the sover- 
«'lgn of the names of tho new minis- 
ters. King Edward han done away 
with this tradition. He has spent the 
last few days in constant discussion 
;srith |Cr. BaUbur as to the advisability 
from the point of view of the naUonal 
welfare of Balfour's suggested appoint- 
inent.s. Ministers now holding office 
•nd those nominated for oince have 
hein summoned to Balmoral to Join 
in theee conferences and all have been 
■nojlected to a degree of interrogation 
such as has surprised even those who 
knew King Edward intimately as the 
prince of Wales 

To such nil extent is King Edward 
holding his power of veto in reserve 
that now be is almost regarded by the 
^haer circles as more the cabinetmak- 
er than Mr. Balfour himself. Though 
with his usual tact, the king has re- 
frained from cxprfssing any political 
views or Intringing the initiative be- 
longing to the ministers, but this has 
not prevented blm from expressing his 
genuine desire, amotwting almost' to 
a command, that steps be taken to 
remedy the scandals in the army ad- 
ministration revealed by the report of 
tl^e South African war commission and 
insisting that the new cabinet shall 
he one adapted to deal with that ques- 
tion. 

Dealing with the surmise on some 
of the foregoing points the Morning 
Advertiser Wednesday said: "The 
king has in thla national emergency 
' reaolTed to play the part of a ruler in- 
•teatf of being content with that of a 
fliiliti^head." 

Meantime every detail of the nego- 
tiations for filling up the vacancies 
In the cabinet are sut)mittf-(l to the 
king, who for the time being has trans- 
formed Balmoral into the political cen- 
ter of the empire which, owiPf to the 
unusual Infiuences at work, several 
surprises may emanate. Whatever the 
results may be they can safely be at- 
tributed to a large extent to the Unt'i 
iirlerest in the crisis.

Portland, Ore., Sept. 24.— The Atlan* 
tic express on the Oregon railroad it 
Navigation Co.'s line, which left Port- 
land at 8:15 (>'( Iocl< Wednesilay night, 
was held up at Corbet t, 20 miles east 
of Portland shortly before 10 o'clock. 
The traift was ran to Bridal Vail, six 
miles, where it was met by a locomo- 
tive from The Dalles. A special train 
left Portland for Corbett carrying a 
posse. The Oregon Railroad & Navi- 
igation Co. has offered a reward of 
'000 for the arrest of the highwaymen. 
It is reported that when the robbers 
went to the express car and attempted 
to enter the express messenger opened 
fire and killed one of them. A locomo 
tive will arrive in Portland about 2 
o'clock, bringing the wounded engl 
neer. 

TO PIQHT UNION LABOR. 

New England Jewelers and tliver 
smiths iign An Agrsement. ' 

Providence. R. I., Sept. 24.— Three 
hundred members of the New England 
Manufacturing Jewelers and Silver- 
smiths' association have signed an 
agreement which provides for the 
shutting out of all union men in the 
event that the labor officials should 
declare a strike In any one or ail of 
the Jewelry shops in this vicinity. This 
action is the resnlt of the agitation 
recently made by the union for a nine- 
hour day and other concessions. The 
threatened strike did not materialize. 
The agreement stipulates that any 
union man who strikes against any 
member of the association must not 
be re-empl oyed.

They Were Barred From Attending

MILLERS ON A BTRIKE. 



All Minneapolis Flouring Mills Closed 
Indefinitely at iMidnlBht. 

Minneapolis, Minn.. Sept. 24 —All 
the Minneapolis flouring mills were 
closed Indefinitely at midnight. At 
that hour all the men quit work. 
There was no violence or disorder of 
any sort. Most of the mills have no- 
tices posted to the effect that the pay 
of all the men who quit work will be 
ready for them Thursday morning and 
that all men who do not report for 
duty may consider themselves dis- 
charged. The strike involves about 
1,700 men.

Gomel, Government of .Mobile, Rus- 
sia, Monday. Sept. 21.— Anti-Semite 
riots occurred here on September 11. 

and were renewed for several days. 

The riots were smaller but perhaps 
more remarkable than those which 
took place at Kishineff, because the 
police and military openly sided with 
the plunderers and mnrderers, the 
"Pogromshlks." aa the Russians called 
them. The troops supported by many 
educated and well to do Christians 
formed a moveable shield behind 
which the "Pogromshlks" ruthlessly 
demolished the Jewish homes and 
shops and cruelly clubbed auch Jews 
as fell Into their hands, leisurely pro- 
ceeding from street to street and dis- 
trict to district as tin y did so, 

Theconimrrce and indiistry dt'doniel 
is largely in the bands of the Jewish 
population, numbering 25,000. Few 
of the residents are wealthy, but none 
are paupers. The Jewish artisans In- 
cline to socialism. 

The trouble began on September 11. 
a hfiliday, "the day the beheading of 
John the Baptist," in a wrangle In the 
frait and fish markets between Mon- 
jiks, peasants, and Jews. The wran- 
gle ended In a free fight in which 
many were woinde d. One Moujik auc- 
cumbed to his injuries. 

The Moujiks demanded vengeance 
and employed the following daya. Sat- 
tu-day and Sunday. In huflaortat the 
anti-Semite agitation, the leaders be- 
ing an officer. Penaky, and a rfeh mer- 
chant. PctiachciiUo. 

Everybody knew that a pogrom 
would occur on Monday and the Jews 
appealed for protection to Chief of Po- 
lice Ravsky. who summoned an in- 
fantry regiment from Its summer en- 
campment. ThuB there were 1.000 sol- 
diers in the town. At limcht'on liour 
on Monday the anti-Semitic railway 
workmen to the number of some bun 
dreds began an organized attack on 
the Jewish houses In Zamovkaya 
street, sacking them and demolishing 
or spoiling the bulky artit les by soak- 
ing them with keronene. Police Chief 
Ravsky had placed policemen and 
troops on the street, but they acted 
as though they were intended to pro- 
tect the "Pogromshiks" from Interfer- 
ence. Jews, who tried to cross the 
lines to rescue their co-rellglonlsts, 
were brutally clubbed by the soldiers 
With guns, bayonetted or arrested. 
Meanwhile, recruits for the "Pogrom- 
shlks" poured steadily over the bridge 
leading from the railway worksheps. 

Altogether nearly 400 hoises and 
shops were wholly or partly wrecked, 
the windows smashed, the blinds and 
frames being splintered and every 
scrap of furniture and effects, even 
the samovars, sewing machines, mir- 
rors and lamps destroyed or stolen. 
The Jews, who did not take refuge 
with compassionate Christians, or con- 
ceal themselves in cellars, were se- 
verely beaten and In many cases dan- 
gerously wounded. Some young Jews, 
exasperated by the action of the police 
and the troops, armed themselves with 
any available weapons and tried to 
force their way to the threatened 
houses. One Jewess attempted to 
shoot a non-commissioned officer and 
i$ revolver shots wereiieard in the 
vicinity of the bazaar, but were ap- 
parently fired in the air, as no one 
was hurt.

Chicago, Sept. 24— Early Wednes- 
day morning the dead bodies of Har- 
riet Bllzabeth Weber and Inocentl Tal« 

amini, a marble cutter, were found on 
Lexington avenue just south of S4th 
street. Both had been shot twice, and 
while there are Indications that the 
man shot the woman and then killed 
himaelf, there are other features to 
the case that make it somewhat mys* 

terious. Arthur M Ijmrle. with whom 
the dead woman liad mad" tier liome, 
will be held liy the jiDlice until after 
the inquest. There is no evidence con- 
necting him with the shooting, but he 
is detained as a witness. The shots 
that killed the man and woman were 
heard by residents of the neighbor- 
hood at about 1 o"( lo( iv Tuesday night. 
No move was made to investigate the 
shooting, however, and nothing was 
known of the tragedy until Wednesday 
morning when the bodies were discov- 
ered by a newspaper carrier. 

The body n{ the woman was Identi- 
fied In a short time as that of "Mrs. 
I^aurie," but when l.aurle was brought 
to the police station he said that she 
was not his wife and that he did not 
know the man whose body was found 
with hers. 

Wi'dnesday night In going through 
the effects of Miss Weber an envelope 
was found adilressed evidently in the 
handwriting of a man to Inocentl Tal- 
amlnl. In seeking Talamini to find 
what he mlKbt know of the woman or 
(he sl'niitin^r, the officers Identified the 
dta<i man as Talamini himself. No 
cause is Known why Talamini should 
have shot the woman, but she had told 
several of her friends the day before 
of a Jew who had been following her 
and of whom she was afraid. Tela* 
mini has a Hebraic cotmtenanee. and 
it is the general theory ihat he shot 
her because slie r. fused to marry 
him. 

The woman when found had been 
shot twice through the left arm and 

tbroui?h the breast. Talamini was 
shot twice, once through the neck aad 
I once ui)ward through the chin, the bul- 
' let coming out at the top of his head. 
' In the man's hand was a revolver with 
four chambers discharged, accounting 
for the four shots flred. The people 
living in the neighborhood where the 
traged.v occuired declare that more 
than four shots wi re fired, and on^^ 
bullet crashed through the window of 
Mrs. 8. Caswell, at 5410 Lexington 
avenue. These facts have led the po- 
lice to believe that there may have 
been a third party to the shooting, al- 
though there is so far no iiir»'ct iiroof 
that such was the fact Tlie Welier 
woman is a native of Detroit. Mich., 
having come here from that city sev- 
eral years aco.

Hemp is about all cnt 
and is not more than three-fourttia of an 
average crop. Sorghum is reported tc 
be in Kood condition.
